The Fair at Petalum a. 
P etalu m a, September 7th.—The third day 
of the Sonoma and Marin District Society’s 
Fair witnessed a larger attendance, and a dis­ 
play which was in its prime. At 9:30 to-day 
the stock parade took place. The exhibit of 
horses was the finest ever seen at this fair. 
Bihler’s graded homes and roadsters, and 
John Underhill’s and J. B. Chase’s thorough­ 
breds, were noticeable. Drake, of Vallejo, 
exhibited a throe-quarter brother of Bt. 
•Julien. In the cattle display the Jerseys, 
Ayrshires and Durhams were of the finest 
herds. At 11 A. m. the annual address was 
delivered by Rev. E. K. Dill. It was prac­ 
tical, interesting and a model of an outdoor 
address for such an assemblage of agricultur­ 
ists, artisans and citizens.

M oililon Hems. 
Stockton, September 7th.—J. K. S. Jack­ 
son, a painter, was run over by a loaded 
wagon to-day, and rendered unconcious. It 
is feared that he is seriously injured inter­ 
nally. 
The Chief of Police, in an interview to­ 
day, stated that the larks of hoodlum organ­ 
izations here have all been broken, and that 
nowhere in tho State is there less disturbance 
than here. This changa he attributes mainly 
to the efficiency of the Police Judge. 
Samuel Jacobs, a native of Michigan, aged 
30 years, married, was committed to the In­ 
sane Asylum to-day. It is believed he has 
been sunstruck.

Shooting anil stabbing at Merced. 
M erced, September 7th.—Tho report of 
pistol-shots, the screams of women and the 
shouts of men were heard about 2 o’clock this 
morning by the denizens of Merced, proceed­ 
ing from the vicinity of a daDce-house about 
one block north of the El Capitan Hotel, 
causing a general alarm throughout a great 
part of 
the town. 
The screams were 
from several Spanish women, one of whom 
was being carved with a knife by a Mexican 
or native Californian, and the shouts were 
from officers in pursuit of the fleeing man, 
who after a long chase was lodged in jail, to 
await the action of the Grand Jury now in 
session. The woman received several serious 
cuts about the head and other parts of the 
body, but none of them are of a dangerous 
character. 
Grimes and misdemeanors have been quite 
frequent here for a few days past. Among 
the eases is one of forgery, charged against 
one Kelly on Sunday, who is held for action 
of the Grand Ju-ry. The other cases were for 
firing pistolH at night by wild fellows, and 
alarming quiet citizens, some of whom, on 
being arraigned before Justice Blackburn, 
pleaded guilty, and were fined. 
Tlie Merced Connly brand Jury. 
M er c ed, September 7tb.—The Grand Jury 
of Merced county adjourned to-day until the 
first Monday in October, making a partial 
report, and returning eleven indictments 
against E. J. Hamilton, ex-C'ounty Recorder, 
for felony, in embezzling moneys received for 
fees as Recorder ; also three or four other in­ 
dictments against other individuals for other 
offenses. Besides these indictments, there are 
several parties in jail for different offenses, 
against whom the District Attorney will file 
informations. 
Chinam an «tabbed by a Boy. 
Tulabe, September 7th.—A Chinaman 
passing home from the hotel where he worked, 
about half-past 8 o’clock last night, got into 
an altercation with a boy about 13 years of 
age. The boy stabbed him in the left tem­ 
ple, the knife penetrating to the depth of 
three inches. The Chinaman died at half­ 
past 11. The boy, with one or two others, is 
a stranger here. They beat their way on 
trains from town to town, and earn a little 
money by boot-blacking. The officers have 
them under arrest. The boy acknowledges 
the deed, and api>ear« very little concerned 
about it. He probably belongs to San Fran­ 
cisco, but that is not yet known. 
fSECUND DISPATCH.l 
T ulare, September 7tb.—Tlie boy, Charles 
Davis, who killed the Chinaman last night 
by stabbing him in the temple, was examined 
to-day and held to answer a charge of mur­ 
der, without bail. He is 14 years old, a Jew, 
and formerly lived in San Francisco. His 
parents are dead.

Crim inal Trial* Ended. 
Hollister, September 7th.—At the last 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors of San 
Benito county a resolution was passed di­ 
recting D. M. Delmas, counsel for prosecu­ 
tion in the case of Geo. AV. Carleton, to have 
said case dismissed. Similar action was also 
taken in reference to Furtado, thus ending 


the lung-standing criminal trials in this 
county.

N apa, September 7th.—The Resident Phy­ 
sician reports 1,040 inmates at the Napa In 
sane Asylum. Many of the wards contain 
double the number of patients for which they 
were built. 
ABIZOVA. 
The Trouble w ith the Apaches 
P hienix, September 7th.— Much excite­ 
ment exists here and at Globe. Two men 
have been k filed and one wounded by 
Apaches near Reno. The settlers are gath­ 
ered at Green valley, Reno, Wild Rye and 
McDowell. The militia are organized every­ 
where. General Willcox make3 his head­ 
quarters at Willcox station, on the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. To-day the militia are 
calling for arms. The acting Governor has 
telegraphed the Secretary of War for arms 
and ammunition at once. The civil and mil­ 
itary authorities are in the fullest accord. 
The chiefs of the Pima and Maricopa tribes 
near Phtcnix offer to provision themselves 
and lead their bucks against the Apaches. 
They have always been friendly to the whites, 
and hate the Apacbee. The ¡Papagoes are 
also anxious to fight the Apaches. The mili­ 
tary are moving everywhere. A great meet­ 
ing was held here to-night, to organize the 
militia. One company of cavalry is now 
hurrying to Globe. A courier from McDowell 
reports all quiet at Apache and Thomas. The 
Indians aie probably scattering into small 
bands. The settlers cannot wait for au­ 
thority, and will kill them on sight. 
d isp o sitio n or tro o p s. 
T ucson, -September 7th.—The following 
telegram was received this evening from Gov­ 
ernor Fremont: 
Washington, September 7 ,18S1. 
Am try ing to arrange f r authority to raise arms 
and equip a volunt :er furce to aid in tlie defense of 
the Territory. Will come immediately when ob­ 
tained. 
j. c. f'hem ont. 
Five companies of the Eighth Infantry ar­ 
rived to-day. Companies A and F have been 
ordered to Silver King ; Company K, Major 
A. M. Worth ; B, Captain Porter ; D. 
Captain Bailey—under Colonel Wilkins 
will proceed at once to Willcox. These troops 
have all had four years’ experience, and 
Major Wortli was in command of Fort 
Apache ten years, and is familiar with all of 
the surrounding country and the chiefs of the 
hostiles. 
Governor Gosper this morning received a 
dispatch from acting Inspector-General Ar­ 
nold at Willcox. to the effect that the citi­ 
zens of Green Valley want twenty stand of 
arms and ammunition. Two men are re­ 
ported killed in that vicinity. General 
Willcox advises the immediate organization 
of minute men everywhere north of the Gila. 
ADVICES FROM CAMP TOOMAS. 
T homas, September 7th.—Apache is safe 
and San Carlos quiet, but there aie 200 bucks 
belonging to the White mountains who are 
reported by the Agent as hostile. They have, 
so far as known, killed two men in Tonto 
Basin, where Price has four companies, with 
more on the road to him. The reservation 
Indians are to be counted to-morrow. Tne 
Agent says that yesterday there were 
but six or eight not ir. It is believed here 
that most out on pass have tried to get back. 
Citizens report parties of them coming down 
the north side of the Gila, and that they of­ 
fered no violence, though it Í3 charged 
that same horses have been run off 
towards the Agency; but this is prob­ 
ably only a scire. 
Troops are arriving 
here and on the railroad. The General is at 
Willcox directing movements. I am glad to 
say that Juh is on his reservation, and I hope 
nothing more will happen to injure Arizona’s 
interests. The General will not spare any 
exertions to reassure the people and make 
their homes sa fe.________ 
Snleldc w ith Strychnine M ining Output. 
T om bstone, September 7th. — A man 
named John King, a native of Kentucky, 
aged 41, took strychnine Tuesday evening at 
7 o’clock, from which he died this morning at 
9 o’clock. Two years ago he kept the Palace

A Foltl-Bloodetl Murder. 
B attle M ountain, September 7th.—John 
Dolan, of Lewie, shut John Coyle this after­ 
noon in the Arcade saloon. All the particu­ 
lars point to the deed as a cold-blooded 
murder. Coyle was standing at the bar, 
when Dolan approached him from behind 
and emptied the contents of his revolver at 
him, two shots taking effect, one in the wrist, 
the other in the i-houlder. The doctors have 
probed for the latter ball to a depth of seven 
inches, hut cannot find it, and have pro­ 
nounced him mortall. wounded. A crowd 
gathered and threatened to lynch Dolan, and 
to save him from the mob he was taken by 
the officers to Austin on a special train. 
Dolan bears a bad reputati on, having been in 
several shooting scrapes before. His provoca­ 
tion, if any, for the shooting cannot be 
learned at this hour.

Advices from I'orllnnd. 
P o r t l a n d , September 7th.—Several revere 
casts of small-pox are reported at The Dalles, 
and much excitement prevails among the citi­ 
zens, many families having left the city and 
gone oat into the country to avoid the danger 
of the disease. 
The weather is clear and very beautiful. 
The feeling in wheat is among export buy­ 
ers one of indifference, as high freights are 
beginning to have their natural effect in low­ 
ering values. While 81 56 per cental might 
bs paid, the undertone is weak, and unless 
helped by better advices from abroad, a re­ 
duction of two or three cents per cental is 
likely to follow. 
The Grand Jury of the State Circuit Court 
have returned a true bill against Jack Pow­ 
ers, charging him with mHrder in the first 
degree. 
On Saturday, September 10th, three noted 
trotting stallions will be brought together at 
the City View Driving Park. The proprie­ 
tor of the park has offered a purse of 8-500, 
and the celebrated horses, Dexter, Milton, 
Medium and Inauguration, will compete for 
it. Sporting men, ever since the July meet­ 
ing, have been anxious for a match between 
the first two named, and, with the addition 
of Inanguratior, an interesting race is prom­ 
ised. It is probable that Kisber, the noted 
trotting stallion, will be added to the list of 
entries. 
William Jansen, a Swede, while out hunt­ 
ing back of the city yesterday, had a part of 
his right hand torn off by the accidental dis­ 
charge of his shotgun." The whole charge 
passed up in such proximity to the right side 
of his head that the cheek was burned by 
powder and several shot grazed and marked 
his skin ; one shot lodged in the flesh just 
behind the ear.

Tne animal’s 
horn struck Capíes in tbe chest, tearing a ter­ 
rible hole, and knocking out several teeth. 
Last spring two brothers named Niles as­ 
saulted, without provocation. Colonel Mor­ 
gan, of Spokane county, W. T., and beat him 
nearly to death. He was confined to his 
house for some weeks, and his recovery for a 
time was deemed hopeless. The Grand Jury 
has jnst returned an indictment against the 
Niles brothers, charging them with an assault 
with intent to kill. 
On the 5th, Joseph Huntley, an old man, 
well-known in Union county, was found dead 
ia his cabin, at the foot of Mount Emley, 
eight miles from town. The united opinion is 
that Huntley died of old age. Deceased was 
a very peculiar man, living the life of a her­ 
mit, and devoted much of his time in search­ 
ing for gold.

The noiso of ten stamps pounding quartz 
in the Marc Antony mill reeounds among 
the hills near Timbuctoo. Several new 
claims have been located lately in that vi­ 
cinity. 
The Truckee Blue Gravel Company are 
working but few men this summer, owing 
to the fact of their not being prepared to 
work more to advantage. They are now 
endeavoring to make connection between 
the top and bottom sections of their shafts, 
having commenced to bail the water from 
the top portion a few days ago. They 
have rich gravel, and hope to be able to 
put on a force of men by the time water 
comes. 
The main drift on the 2400-foot level of 
the Chollar and Potosí mines is now a 
promising extension of the infernal realms. 
In digging the trench and patting in the 
sub-drain they have a sort of canvas door 
fitting the drift, which the men push ahead 
some twenty feet with poles. This keeps 
back the heat and steam to a considerable 
extent, and the contrivance is moved for­ 
ward as the workmen move up to it with 
the drain. 
Times will soon be booming in Northern 
as well as Southern Sierra. Capital, that 
commands so little or no interest in the 
trade marts ot the lower country, is 
earnestly seeking more profitable invest­ 
ments ; and our rich gravel and quartz 
deposits offer favorable operations for 
lucrative ventures that are just beginning 
to be appreciated by those who possess tho 
~snrp!ns funds necessary "to develop our 
valuable mining properties.—[Downitville 
Messenger. 
“ Miner,” writing to the 1«e< op.d-Union 
from Alleghany, under date of August 
30th, says Rainbow Quartz Mice is not 
near Mo.ore’s Fiat, Nevada county, as 
stated, but is at Chips’ Flat, Sierra county, 
one mile from Alleghany, and is in Alle­ 
ghany Mining District. He Eays that a 
largo body of rich ore exists in the mine. 
It is a new mine in the sense of being just 
opened, but Í3 an old mine renewed. The 
yield, he add3, for the amount of ground 
worked, astonishes the natives. 
The works of the Merced Hydraulic 
Mining Company at Red Bank, 'Merced 
river, which have been suspended for the 
want of water some time past, are to be re­ 
vived. Colonel SwadUv, the Superintend­ 
ent of the company, has received orders 
from the President of the company in New 
York to go ahead and prepare the water 
resources, with a view to the approach of 
the rainy season. The company have in 
contemplation a large flume which ¡3 to con­ 
vey water from the Benton Dam to the 
Red Bank, a distance of about two miles. 
An order for the purchase of the lumber is 
expected soon to be given. With the flume 
once constructed, the dependence upon 
rainy seasons will be averted. 
The latest official letter from the Super­ 
intendent of the Rising Sun mine, at Col­ 
fax, says : The new shaft is sinking 
through country rock, showing a tine ledge 
formation carrying a vein as strong as that 
in the third level of the old shaft. This 
new part of the mine is showing a develop­ 
ment of ore that adds largely to the value 
of the property. No. 4 and No. 5 levels 
west from the old shaft are being pushed 
ahead to intersect the new shaft. These 
drifts both carry pay ore in the face. The 
ore in the face of No. 5 shows coarse gold, 
and is well distributed through the quartz. 
Hoisting works over the new shaft are 
completed, and the machinery works well. 
The new mill is running regularly, and the 
silver plates show the ore now milling to 
be of good quality.—[Placer Herald. 
The staid and thrifty fanners of AnteloDC 
Valley 
are 
in tbe midst of a cop­ 
per craze that promises to be of sub­ 
stantial benefit to that portion of Mono 
county. A short time ago William Rickey, 
father of Thomas and Henry Rickey, of 
Antelope, discovered a well-defined ledge 
of copper ore in the range of mountains 
forming the eastern boundary of that love­ 
ly valley. Mr. Rickey made his locations, 
and taking some average specimens of the 
ore down to the valley, their exhibition 
causing a strong mining excitement to 
spring up among his ncighbifs, and a large 
number of locations have been made, the 
lode being traceable a long distance. The 
ore smelts freely in the blacksmith's forge, 
the copper running out very’ copiously; 
and when only heated the metal exudes 
sufficiently to coat the face of the ore. 
The llickeys and others have sent men and 
supplies to their respective locations, to 
start work. The ore may, as depth is at­ 
tained, turn to silver-bearing ind give the 
Antelopera productive silver mines. This 
new discovery is about five miles east of 
Coleville.—[Bridgeport Chronicle. 
A. Grossman, of Napa, after visiting F. 
Mattuer’s place near Harbin Springs, and, 
witnessing the successful cultivation of 
grapes by making use of the seeds and 
shoots of wild vines, has come to the con­ 
clusion that the most effective way of fight­ 
ing phylloxera is to plant the seeds, seed­ 
lings, or shoots that spring out of the 
parent stock of wild vines where it has 
been cut off, and graft to them. The seeds 
and cuttings used by Mr. Mattuer grew in 
Lake county, and Mr. Grossman thinks 
the wild vines growing along our streams 
(where they are not too moist) just as good 
as those imported from the East. At any 
rate, he intends making the experiment by 
planting the wild vines in between those 
taking on a sickly look in his vineyard as 
early as February. 
He says Mattuer’s 
vines grow up to a hight of ten or twelve 
feet and are doing splendidly.—[Napa 
Register.

N ew Y ork, September 7th—From various 
correspondents are collected the following 
scenes in the memorable events of yesterday : 
Mrs. Edson, being interviewed, said : When 
we were just this side of Perryville, Mr. 
Ely came in and told the suigeons that they 
had gone the last seven miles in five minutes. 
Some one then aeked the President if lie 
thought they were going too fast, and he re­ 
plied, “ Oh, no ; let her go !” There was 
some jar, which the President noticed 
before the end of the journey, because 
when he got here he said : “ My back feels 
as though it had a good pounding ” This 
was the only expresión of omplaint he 
made. He has looked around 1dm quire a 
good deal, but is too tired to give much ex­ 
pression, either in words or looks, of what he 
thinks. He seems to delight in looking cut 
of the window toward the soa. We will have 
to let him have the sea breeze gradually, but 
he likes it. 
When he hip(>eued to get a 
little smell a few minutes ago he said, “ Oh 1 
that’s good!” 
The Alberon Hotel manager says he showed 
a lively iutere-t in the trip. Frequently he 
asked for soma information about the locality 
the train was patvii g through, or the rate 
of speed at which the train was running. ()ne 
of the principal tilings that encouraged the 
physicians was tlie confidence that the Presi­ 
dent displayed in the success of the trip. 
He seemed to feel certain that tbe removal 
would take place without any accident. He 
appeared to be less anxious about its result 
than those around him. 
The Tlre*I’res!«lenl. 
N ew Y ork, September 7th.—Vice-Presi- 
dent Arthur still remains in this city. His 
friends say he has received no intimation that 
his presence will be required in Washington. 
The fact that most of the members of the 
Cabinet accompanied the President to Long 
Branch is taken as an indication that the 
Vice-President will not be likely to be called 
on soon to assume the duties of the Execu­ 
tive. 
Phenomenon In the Heavens—Hen Eng­ 
land In Darkurss. 
Boston, September 7th.—From morning 
to sunset yesterday the atmosphere was in a 
curious condition, exciting much comment, 
and in instances creating alarm. While the 
air, as viewed from a window or looking into 
the sky, appeared to be free from fug and 
mist, the sun was totally obscured, the atmos­ 
phere pervaded with a yellowish light, which 
lent a strange appearance to every object. 
On the Common the grass presented an un­ 
natural appearance, its livid green locking as 
though the retmlt of a coat of paint. The gas 
jets, which ordinarily show a yellowish light 
brown, shone with a white brilliancy similar 
to electric lights. In all directions distances 
appeared to be shortened. Through the win­ 
dows near and far could be seen tbe starlike 
points of a white light, resembling little elec­ 
tric lamps, but being in reality gas jets. The 
phenomenon was noticeable in New Hamp­ 
shire, and as far north as Portland. O. F. 
EmersoD, professor of Natura! Pnilosophy 
and Astronomy at Dartmouth College, says 
it must have been something in tho atmos­ 
phere which absorbed the shorter and longest 
wave length, leaving only thoso which give 
the cdor of yellow and green. He thinks it 
may be owing to pollen from fir and pine 
trees, together with the scioke from the forest 
fires in Ganada. 
B oston, September 7th.—Darkness in the 
middle of the afternoon yesterday stopped 
the base ball game of the Worcesters and 
Bostons, and caused a slim attendance. 
H artford (Conn ), September 7th—This 
city shared in the darkness of other points of 
New England yesterday. Gas had to be used 
everywhere, and the light was as white as an 
electric light. 
P rovidence (It. I ), September 7th.—The 
day yesterday was excessively dirk and sul­ 
try. The gas failed at about 3 o’clock, owing 
to faulty machinery. 
U tica (N. Y.), September 7ch.—The pecu­ 
liar cast of the heavens was noticed here yes­ 
terday, with the phenomenon described in the 
New England dispatches. 
Terrllilc Railroad A ccident. 
W heeling (W. Va.), September 7th.— 
There was a terrible collision at Thornton 
last night between the Cumberland accom­ 
modation and Chicago express train, on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, both going the 
same way. The Chicago express was making 
up lime at great speed. Nubody was killed 
outright, and no one was injured on t’no 
Chicago train except by a general and severe 
shaking up. The accommodation train’s pas­ 
sengers were badly injured.

P etersburg (Va.), September 7tb.—Brown 
Davis and a party of men quarreled yester­ 
day in Greenville county.

Saunders imme­ 
diately shot Davis dead. 
Killed by Lightning. 
D es M oines (la.), September 7th.—Last 
night lightning killed Mrs. Rogers, stunned 
her husband, who was in a wagon with her, 
and killed the horse. 
The Removal of the Indians. 
C hicago, September 7th.— The Times' 
special frcm the Cantonment on the Uncom- 
pahgre, dated Tuesday, says : The Ute tribe, 
with its immense herds, is traveling toward 
the new reservation in Utah. General Mc­ 
Kenzie had concentrated here sixteen com­ 
panies of infantry and cavalry, and invited 
the chiefs to a council in his office. They 
commenced to talk about the injustice of the 
treaty, but McKenzie cut them off short, by 
telling them he was ready to remove 
them, peaceably if he could, but forci­ 
bly if he must. 
At a critcial mo­ 
ment Chitepa, widow of Ouray, got 
Saponary and Chavanoud to consent to 
the removal. There is not an Indian to be 
seen in this region, and hundreds of white 
settlers are swarming into the valley. One 
scout of the “ hasty pioneers” was corraled 
in the gnard-house by McKenzie. He fmally 
announced that all might enter at midnight 
Monday. Parties are already trying to buy out 
the fortunate ones, offering 81,000 or 82,000 
as a s t a k e . ______

The Board of Supervisors 
\ esterday 
proved its subserviency to a prearranged 
programme by refusing to adopt the prac­ 
tical and reasonable suggestion of the Dis­ 
trict Attorney concerning the suit brought 
by the county against a hydraulic mining 
company. The District Attorney proposed 
to bring a single suit fn the name of the 
people against a mining corporation, to 
teat the question of the legal right of min­ 
ing companies t) pollute the streams and 
otherwise inflict injury by the deposit of 
tailings in the river channels. He proposed 
to employ able assistant counsel by and 
with the advice and consent of the Board 
of Supervisors, aud informed the Board 
that the suits could be brought and carried 
to judicial conclusion for the single fee of 
$3,000. The coat and vexation of litiga­ 
tion is proverbial. Particularly is it costly 
to a municipal corporation to prosecute or 
defend a lawsuit. 
There are reasons for 
grave apprehension that the county is to be 
iuvolved m costly litigation, from which it 
will not be able to extricate itself without 
incurring costs amounting to indefinite 
thousands. The proposition of the Dis­ 
trict Attorney guarded one element of cost 
ly a definite limit upon the fees to be paid 
attorneys. The refu?al of the Board of 
Supervisors plainly indicates the lived de­ 
termination of the majority of the Board 
t<. follow the programme originally mapped 
out by :t, and involve the county in ruin­ 
ous litigation. The proposition of the 
District Attorney met the almost universal 
approbation of this public, and if the 
Board bad possessed a proper regard 
for the rights, interests and wishes 
of their constituencies 
they 
would 
have adopted it. This action should 
not be accepted by the public a3 final. 
The cas? is one demanding the serious con­ 
sideration of every taxpayer. A legal de­ 
termination by a ¿ingle action io just as 


of Russia, is only a cast-off servant of the »

The interview between the 
Barou ami the self imprisoned Czar has in ¡ 
itself but little significance, except as it 
serves to show the confidence reposed by ¡ 
the Emperor in the final triumph of force ( 
over principle. “ I think it my duty, as a 
“ patriot and faithful subject to your 
“ Majesty, to warn you that a great move- 
“ ment will be made by the Nihilists in 
“ two or three month?,” sail the Baron. 
The Emperor coolly turned his back upon 
the ex-Prefect, saying, “ Your successor, 
“ M. Kasloff, has energy and wit enough 
“ to triumph over them.” The Emperor’s 
disdain of his old servant is born of his 
confidence in the successor. But M. lx as­ 
ió ff, however energetic and cunning, wiil 
not triumph over the Nihilists. A higher 
civilization revolts at Nihilist methods and 
stands horrified at the brutality and sav­ 
agery of the kind of political warfare they 
wage: bat the political revolution in 
progress in llussia will not bo stayed by 
the energy cr wit of a Prefect of Police. 
Por ages absolutism and imperialism have 
found in llussia their stronghold. To this 
time llussia has been a grand empire of 
force. The present century ha? nothing 
more wonderful to boast than the progress 
made by this semi-barbarous people toward 
a higher civilization. 
It has been a 
mighty force welded by a single imperial 
hand. The progressiva forces sshieh made 
llussia powerful did not stop at the point 
of conferring strength. 
Imperialism en­ 
couraged the development cf all material 
things because national wealth is a source 
of national power. Imperialism emanci­ 
pated the serfs, built railroads aud tele­ 
graph line?, encouraged learning, promoted 
the arts and sciences, built up commerce 
and established manufactures because the 
source of national power resides in these. 
The stronger the empire the more resistless 
its scepter. Bat it is not possible for any 
people to make progress in material aud 
intellectual things without making ad­ 
vancement in civil and religious liberty. 
Imperialism sought to make llussia great, 
and thi3 greatness will make llussia free. 
Whoever would extend over any people 
the sway of Imperialism must first debase 
and impoverish them. Whoever would 
keep a people in subjection must keep 
them ignorant and poor. The rising tide 
of civilization in Russia bears upon 
its crest the 
coming era of civil 
liberty. 
The throne is master of 
the people only while the throne 
is strongest. The strength of the people 
is the weakne33 of the crown. National 
growth and progress in Russia made 
it certain that sooner or later the 
people would demand and obtain their po­ 
litical rights. Contemplating the rising 
power of this empire, Napoleon the Great 
said, “ Europe will become all republican 
“ or all Cossack.” The prophecy ignored 
the existence of forces within Russia her­ 
self that would change from Cossack to 
republican. In denying to the people a 
Constitution, Alexander III. wars with the 
resistless force3 of national progress, and 
opposes the scepter of a receding imperial­ 
ism to the rising tide of modern civiliza­ 
tion. The new 1’refcct of Police cannot 
arrest the growth of intelligence, nor im­ 
prison the evolution of a higher idea of civil 
liberty. Ilia “ energy and wit,” now the 
boast of bis Sovereign, are no match for 
the subtle forces which in Russia are forc­ 
ing the unfoldment of a higher national 
life. However crude its methods or bar­ 
barous its manifestations, Nihilism Í3 the 
primitive protest against imperialism in 
Russia. Its weapons are the natural resort 
of scmi-civilizjd men. iloavcver brutal they 
may appear. Nihilism is not as barbarous, 
cruel or relentless as Imperialism has been 
and remains. 
The Nihilists have em­ 
ploye 1 assassination on behalf of civil 
equality ; the Czar and all I1Í3 ancestors 
have employed the same weapon and the 
colder cruelty of banishment in defense of 
Imperialism. 
Both are revolting to the 
sensibilities of our higher civilization, but 
it must le remembered that both the Im- 
perialisn of Russia and the rising protest 
against it move on a primitive plan of 
civilization. In such a contest between 
such force3both will exhibit brutal ferocity 
and both must be judged by the same 
standard. However crude or barbarous 
their manifestation, the principles at war 
are the political rights of the people 
against the usurpations of Imperialism. 
The sun of civil liberty is rising on Russia, 
and its light cannot be extinguished. 
Whenever in all history aud among all men 
the people have reached that eminence in 
progress and intelligence from which their 
political rights wcro clearly perceived, they 
have marched steadily onward toward the 
perfect recognition of those rights. Russia 
will not prove an exception. 
The contest 
will rise to higher planes ar.d will embrace 
broader principles, but in all its phases it 
will be and remain the same coutest be­ 
tween absolutism and civil liberty. 


THE QUESTION OF INABILITY. 
The removal of the President from tho 
national capital gives additional promi­ 
' nence to the question of his inability to 
discharge the functions cf his great ollice. 
As a matter of fact an absolute inability 
does exist and has existed. The absent 
factor in the caee is the want of legal au 
thority to declare officially or judicially 
the existence of an inability within the 
meaning of the Constitution. For seventy 
days the nation has been without a 
President. Yet the functions of the 
National Government have been per­ 
formed without jar or friction. We arc 
realizing government pro tem, by a selected 
ministry. This can la9t only while no 
emergencies arise dividing the counsels of 
the Cabinet. But should exigencies arise 
creating division and disagreement in the 
Cabinet then the imperative need of an 
authoritative head of the nation would be­ 
come apparent. It is clearly the temper

In this first case precedent should not 
be established by precipitous actio,u and if 
by delay the bc3t we hope for or thc 
worst we fear shall obviate the necessity oi 
establishing any precedent whatever, the 
adjustment of future kindred emergencies 
will not be fettered by inapplicable pre­ 
cedent. A precedent in law once estab­ 
lished for cases of this kind and political 
partisanship can forever after plead it 
without indecency. As yet everything in 
national affairs moves on with serenity. 
The only question likely for the present to 
vex and disturb the country is the pre­ 
mature discussion of thist question of 
“ inability.” Let it await thc assembling 
of the people’s representatives in Congress.

Dr. Barnes expressed the opinion that not­ 
withstanding the extreme beat, on the whole 
the President is better off here than r,e would 
be iu Washington. 
Woodward sail he thought probable that 
the President wculd be better than he is i‘ 
the weather was cooler. He did not wish to 
bs understood as saying that he n.a? dissatis­ 
fied with the progress ma le to night, however. 
Late to-night R-.yburu sail in substance 
that while the President ha? not gamed a 
great deal of ground to-day, he had certainly 
held hi? own, an 1 had entirely recovered 
from the eff .cts of the journey. There was 
no reason for believing that the journey in­ 
jured him in any marner whatever, and to­ 
night’s fever was attributable to the usual 
febrile rise and the almost unbearable heat 
of the day. While the President did not ex­ 
actly si.lfar from the hnit, he kept looking 
out on the ocean, as if patently awaiting 
cooler brer zos.

T errible Slate of A nalr<-|ln M ichigan— 
Im m ense D am age by ITcltl Fires, 
E ast Saginaw , September 7tb.—Reports 
oí ravages from the fire continue to come in. 
Along the Saginaw Valley and the St. Louis 
Road twenty-one miles of country have been 
burned on both side? of the track, and thirty 
or forty buildings, including household goods, 
grain ar.d stock. 
Ia Tuscola c unty the damage i? to the ex­ 
tent of §80,009, and the fire? are etill sweep­ 
ing over a large area. 
Owing to the excitement it is difficult to 
arrive at the amount of the losses in this 
county east of this city. Great damage is 
done, hundred.? of acres having b-en burned 
over and many buildings destroyed. 
The village of Clio narrowly escaped de­ 
struction to-day, and is not yet out of danger. 
The Indian settlement, seven miles below 
this city, i? e'.irrout.ded by fire, and will prob­ 
ably be wiped out before to-morrow night. 
In Tuscola county, back from Lake Huron 
ar.d south of Saginaw, the fires are also rag­ 
ing, but with not so great severity. Still, the 
losses here are simply overshadowed l.y a 
more terrible .state of things in the adjoining 
comities. The same facts are true in Lapi-r 
county, next south of Tuscola. The whole 
country around Saginaw and Bay City is 
ablaz?, from the marshes taking fire, and re­ 
ports of many losses to the farmers are begin­ 
ning to reach us. 
The weather continues excessively hot. 
There are no signs of rain. Where the pres­ 
ent fearful condition of things will end, no­ 
body can foretell. 
Reports are beginning to arrive from the 
northern and northeastern part i f the State, 
showing a terrible eondiliuu of affairs. The 
long-continued drought has rendered every­ 
thing dry a? tinder, and numerous slashing?, 
or partly cleared tracts of land covered with 
brush, decayed timber and other imflamma- 
bte materials, afford the be-t possible medium 
of a rapid spread of the flames, carried by 
high winds, which have been prevailing. 
Sanilac and Huron counties, lying on the 
shore of Lake Huron, between fort Huron 
and Saginaw Bay, are the theater of the most 
destruction, which is growing positively ap­ 
palling in character. Hundred? of farms are 
already reduced toa blackened desert. Stock, 
crops, fences ami all farm buildings are swept 
away, and absolutely nothing is left. Several 
live? are known to be lost. Men, women and 
children, overtaken by the flame?, were suffo­ 
cated by the stifling beat. It is feared that 
when the full account? are received the losses 
may prove terrible. 
The little hamlets of Anderson, Richniond- 
ville and Charleston, in tjanilac cr.uuty. nre 
all reported wiped out, while Port Hope, 
Verona Mills and Badax, In Huron county, 
are reported wholly or partly burned up. 
The people are flocking to the shore of Lake 
Huron from the interior of these counties ss 
the only refuge from the flamee. They are 
sometimes overtaken by the spreading fire. 
Not less than twenty deaths are reported, 
but it is hoped that some of these statement? 
may yet prove incorrect.

A t the session of the Board of Supervisors 
held yesterday no business of im portance was 
transacted except consideration of the suits 
against hydraulic m ining and the question of 
preventing the county from being a3 badly 
impoverished and ruined in the litigation 
from enormous attorney fees and c -tts as 
from being covered up w ith slickens. 
The 
m atter was called up by Mr. Blair a? soon as 
the Board m et in the sfiernoon. 
H e stated 
that he desired to offer a series of resolutions, 
and had waited for a full Board to be present 
when he did so, but as all were then present 
except one (Mr. D rem as) ho would tubm it 
them. 
H e said he did not do it for tho pur­ 
pose of gaining notoriety, and did not desire 
to m ake any unfavorable reflections or pro- 
ducn any ill-feelings, but that be effcreJ the 
resolutions because he was sati.- tied that they 
embodied the unanimous - ex; resBicn of the 
taxpayers and people of his district, and, he 
m ight say, of the entire County. 
The Clerk was requested t > read the reso- 
uVons, which aie as follow s: 
W hereas, The District Attirucy informed this 
ilu d í oil Ihe I9:h day of August last, that he was 
ready and willing to cim nuuce and conduct any 
and all suits, under direction of this Board, with 
ihe end in view that the property - f the conn'ymiy

H e was ready to say, however, 
that he charged 83,000 as retainer fee, and I 
opposed it then as exorbitant and outrageous. 
It was not as you would have conducted 
your own business. 
I do not go around to 
talk about this m atter, but I am satisfied, 
from views I have heard freely and every­ 
where expressed, that nine-tenths, or a larger 
portion of the people of the county, demand 
that we require in advance an agreement as 
to the am ount ultim ately to be charged for 
fees, aud also are opposed to the retainer fee. 
T hey ere utterly opposed to our allowing the 
c.t?e to proceed w ith our present attorney 
without tilth an agreement as to fees in ad­ 
vance.
